The Irish Question. 


LONDON, Dec. 3.— The excitement 


over the Irish question increases, Lord 
Tranbrook, conservative, speaking at 
cteach HampBte.id last night, declared 
,lmt as the government h;i<l failed to 
suspend the habeas corpus act, if f ur- 
,h*r outrages were cum mi tied, the 
blood would be on their hands. Lord 
Justice James writes that tue rent of 
Irish holdings should be fixed at 30 to 
85 per cent, over Griffith's valuation, 
and any landlord diasaiisQed with this 
should be entitled 10 ca 1 upon the gov- 
ernment to purchase hid hud Kt a fair 
price. Colonel Gordon, who has been 
on a tour of the whole west of Ireland 
writes: "The condition of tbe people 
is worse than that of any other in the 
world. A gulf of antipathy exists 
between them and the landlords," 
citing as a precedent the measures 
taken to abolish slavery in West In- 
dia, he proposes that the government 
should buy out all the lanlords west 
of the Shannon, at a cost of 980,000,- 
000, of which a great part will be re- 
paid by tenants and the cancer will be 
cured. He also proposes that the 
lands thus acqu red by a land commia 
sion supplemented by un emigration 
uummissi in.

But lie always 
feels that he is to be the gaining one and 
not one of the losing thousand; and 
when he reads in his Tribune or Eve- 
ning Post of sonic one as inexperienced 
as' he who has -made a lucky bit, upon 
which the papcV openly congratulates 
him, he is confirmed in his opinion-and 
risks the money which he cannot afford 
to lose. Often, too, he risks money which 
he has no right to lose—the money of 
his employer, perhaps. And for his do- 
ing so the newspapers, which . make such 
parade of the successful hits in Wall 
street, arc very largely responsible.

The International Dairy Fair at the 


American Institute building has many 
objects of interest to those who care for 
agricultural 
industries and improve- 


ments. The exhibition of butter and 
cheese is but a small part of the show. . 


The various improvements in the ap- 


paratus by which butter and cheese are 
made attract a great deal of notice. The 
contrast between the old-fashioned dash- 
churn with which most of the butter 
was made fifty years ago, and which took 
all the strength of a strong man to op- 
erate, and the pendulum chnrn, which a 
child can operate as easily aa she can 
rock a cradle, gives a vivid idea of the 
progress in the application of mechan- 
ical inventions to the practical uses of 
life. 


Agriculture is becoming a pastime 


instead of a slavery when an ornamental 
milk repository resembling a refrigerator, 
to stand in the dining-room, takes the 
place of the dismal milk-cellar under- 
ground, which required the labor of one 
or two persons to keep in order.

All the law in the world has been ob- 


tained by strife. 
Every principle of law 


which man obtains had first to be wrung 
by force from those who denied it; and 
every legal right—the legal rights of a 
whole nation as well as those of individ- 
uals—supposes a continual readine?? to 
assert it and defend it. 


The law is not mere theory, but living 


force. And hence it is that Justice,wliich 
in one hand holds the scales in which 
she weighs the right, carries in the other 
the sword with which she executes it 
The sword without the scales is brutt. 
force, the scales without the sword is the 
impotence of law. The scales and the 
sword belong together, and the state of 
the law is perfect only where the power 
with which Justice earries the sword is 
equalled by the skill with which she 
holds the scales. 


Law is an uninterrupted labor, and 


not of the state power only, but of the 
entire people. The entire life of the law, 
embraced in one glance, presents us with 
the same spectacle of restless striving 
and working of a whole nation, afforded' 
by its activity in the domain of economic 
and intellectual production.
